His Opposition to Andrew Johmsom,
an poon #s the “policy” of that treacherous
functionary was developed, became decided and
was pursued with all his untirivg energy. On
the 224 of February, 1866, the President made a
characteristic speech in which he denounced
Mr. Bteveus us an enemy of the Union, and Mr.
Etevens retorted by Lis references (o **the man
at the other end of the avenue,” which are still

fresh in the mivds of our readers. As will
be remembered, he was one of the
leading  managers of the impeachment

movewent, and it was oppon the article prepared
by him that all the hopes of success depended,
Incapac tated by physical infirmities from boar-
ing any of the burdens of the prosecation, he
was present in the Senate Chamber almost every
day of the trial, and the argument which he
delivered in support of the charges against the
President was perlinps the clearest and stroneest
of nll that were read,

A copgummate master of the art of ridicule,
Mr. Stevens pever refrained from the exercise
of this effective weapon when it auswered his
purpose. Andrew Johnsoun, time aud time
again, encountered the fall forceof his sarcasm,
but never more effectively than when Mr,

SBlevens delivered an  ironical  speech
in the House, delending the President
against gspersions upon  Lis char
acler a8 & man and a patriot. He

gravely proonouncad the dribbling specch of the
4th of March 6 “hoax,” and in most admirable
style detarled the circumstances of the plot in
which the President had become involved by
his foes, Having concluded thls mockery, he
added ten lold te its rebuking strengith by
declaring that he had delivered the speech on
the same principle as the late President bad
sent in o veto message to &« bill which he had
alrendy signed—because he hal written the yelo
aod thought it well done,
His Charactar,

The character of Thaddeus Stevens belongs Lo
history. He was pre-emineutly a public man,
Uumuarried, sud consequently without a refuge
at the domestic hearthside, he lived aund
bresthed und bad s whole beiog in the strife
©of publie life, For success in this feld he pos,
sgereed almost all the requisite guslifications,
and while the bitterness of the opposition which
be exclted and courted has rarely been
equalled. he nevertheless comwanded the re.

spect aud admiration of almost every
man  who was arrayed  naguiust  him.
His most comuwuoding agualities were the

fiery zeal and uvuquestlonable honesty of par-
poie by which he was sctuated, and these are
qualities which never fall to wio the admiration
and respect of opponents, Nor could any man
Question the generosity of his heart, or his sin-
<ere devollon to the interests of his fellow-men,
His great success in the councils of the nation
“was the resalt of this happy ¢ vbination of these
qualities, He wus bore s leader of men, and
althongt surrounded by persond of ability and
devotion to the country, mauy of them his
ackpowlajdeed superiors 1 eloguence and stules-
manship, his commuanding pregence was lnstine-
tively felt and acknowledged, and the foremost
pluce in thelr ranks freely aecorded bim, While
he had wany pecrs 48 6 man #nd & statesman,
while e was sl times domineering to un oflen-
piv@g degree, while he waps olten mistaken in
}‘ﬂllcy and rash in exceution, bis zeal in the
ca Use of justice to w1l men, and his devation to
the !snd of his birth bhave wade such indelible
Jwpr. wselons upon Lthe Lhis‘ory of the times lo
which be lived, that the newwe of Toaddeus
Qievens will po down to poslerily as a symbaol
of patriot ism and preatoess, s death 15 a
Yoes 10 the 1 BUND—&n irreparable loss o Peon’
